John Vann, who is completing his dissertation on 
the Parral Basin of Mexico, is an instructor this year inthe Far 
East Program of the University. of California in Japan. Fritz Bartz 
of Bonn, who was Visiting Professor during 1950-51, has returned 
to his post there, traveling by way of the Caribbean area. John 
Leighly has been invited to participate in a conference on the dry 
climates to be held under the sponsorship of the Government of 
Israel in that country in the spring of 1952.

CLARK Worcester, Massachusetts. Enrollment for the 

UNIVERSITY academic year 1951-52 totals forty graduate stud- 

ents of whom the majority seek the Ph.D. degree. 
Elevenforeign countries are represented: China, Siam, Burma, 
Ceylon, Pakistan, Iraq, France, Britain, Netherlands, Canada, and 
Chile. Four graduate students received assistantships. A field camp 
under the direction of Richard J. Lougee was located at Georgetown, 
Massachusetts; it concentrated on the mapping of physiography and 
land use, and on the urban study of Lawrence. 

Raymond Murphy, with the help of a Clark research grant, visited 
numerous American cities to get acquainted with their planning 
problems. Richard J. Lougee, used the summer to complete field 
work on the glacial morphology of New England. Henry J. Warman 
gave work in educational geography this summer at the University 
of Southern California and drove both ways, seeing sections of the 
country not visited by him before. Edward C. Higbee spent the 
summer at the American Geographical Society finishing the first 
draft of a publication on the history of land use in New England. 

This was made possible by a grant of that society. Samuel Van 
Valkenburg, besides the duties of summer school teaching, finished 
the revision of his Europe book. In October he visited the Universi 
of Kentucky for a series of lectures. Earl B. Shaw was a member 
the summer school staff.

DE PAUL Chicago 1, Dlinois. In preparation for the new arg 
UNIVERSITY study course on The lberian Peninsula which De 
Paul University will offer during the current aca- 
demic year as the first American university to interest itself speci- 
fically in Spain and Portugal, Richard Houk spent the three summer 
months in making a geographical reconnaissance of the area. This 
was partly financed by the Direccion de Relaciones Culturales of 
the Spanish Ministry of Foreign Affairs and by the Secretariado 
Nacional de Informacao of the Portuguese Government. Mr. Houk 
conferred with officials of the two governments and secured consid- 
erable reference material, information pamphlets for the students 
in the new course,and all of the latest governmental publications 
concerning the Spanish and Portuguese colonial empires. His doc- 
toral dissertation, The Portuguese Maritime Fishing Industry, the 
first geographic study 0 rtugal made by an American, is now be- 
ing considered for publication by the Portuguese Government. He has 
declined its invitation, however, to become their Honorary Consul 
in Chicago. Mr. Houk also conferred with numerous educational and 
cultural leaders in the two countries, including the Cardinal Primate 
of Spain and geographers of the Universities of Valencia, Madrid, 
Lisboa,and Coimbra. He was the guest of the University of Coimbra 
during his discussions there with Dr.A.Amorim Girao, Dean of the 
Faculty of Liberal Arts and Chairman of the Department of Geogra- 
phy. In addition to Spain and Portugal, he also made brief visits in 
the Azores, Luxembourg, France, Switzerland, Liechtenstein, Mon- 
aco, Italy, Iceland,and the Vatican City, where he was received in 
special audience by Pope Pius XII, who bestowed his special bless- 
ing upon the work of the Department of Geography at De Paul. 
n addition to giving a new course on the Iberian Peninsula, 
Mr. Houk is teaching on the faculty of the Institute of Soviet Studies, 
which is offering in the current academic year a series of courses 
dealing with the USSR and those European countries under Soviet con- 
trol. The Institute, which is part of the University, is designed to 
promote understanding of the impact of Russian communism upon the 
cultures of European nations under Soviet domination. Mr. Houk’s 
lectures will concern Soviet geopolitics. 
UNIVERSITY Athens, Georgia. The 150th anniversary of the 
OF founding of the nation’s oldest State University 
GEORGIA was celebrated on April 19 last, and George H.T. 
Kimble of the American Geographical Society 
spoke on Fifty Years of Progress in American Geography. 
Departmental enrollment for the 1951 fall quarter is slightly more 
than five hundred students. Forty-six are undergraduate majors,amd 
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for the first time the department has admitted graduate students to 
degree candidacy in geography. Over the past ee years special 
allocations have been made to the department to expedite installa- 
tion of equipment in cartography, photogrammetry, geology, clima- 
tology, and the map library. In addition to the teaching faculty, seven 
assistants are on the staff,and Wilbur Zelinsky continues to serve 
as Curator for the 125,000-sheet, University Map Library, which is 
housed with the department. 

James A. Barnes, formerly at Eau Clair Wisconsin State Teachers 
College, cartographer for OSS, 1942, and OSS Reports Officer in 
Italy, 1945-46, joined the staff this fall. Wilbur Zelinsky received 
a grant from the Viking Foundation for continuation of field research 
on settlement patterns in Georgia. This major project has been un- 
derway for two years and has also been st gp by University of 
Georgia Research Division. Eldon J. Parizek received grants from 
the University of Georgia Research Division and the Georgia Geolo- 
gical Survey for identification, mapping,and genetic studies on the 

ranites of the central Piedmont in Georgia. These grants provided 

r full-time research during the 1951 summer. Eugene Mather has 
begun a study of grassland-livestock industries in the southeastern 
states. This project will continue for at least two years and is sub- 
sidized by a grant from the University of Georgia Research Division. 
During the 1951 summer Mather served as Head of the Department 
in the absence of Merle Prunty. Mr. Prunty was appointed Assistant 
Chancellor of the Georgia University System, effective 1951,and was 
on leave of absence from the headship of the Department until Septem- 
ber. He then resigned from the assistant chancellorship and now hand- 
les operational and instructional projects for the University System 
as requested by the State Regents, in addition to serving as depart- 
ment head. During 1951-52 Prunty served as Chairman of the Air 
University Library Advisory Board, Chairman of the Georgia State 
Resource-Use Education Committee, and is continuing research on 
land occupance characteristics of the South via grants from the Un- 
iversity of Georgia Research Division and the Carnegie Foundation. 
During the 1951 summer James F. Lahey completed mostof his dis- 
sertation on the dry climates of northern South America, and organi- 
zed a field course for undergraduates which will be offered for the 
first time this year.

THE Lawrence, Kansas. A new Department of Geography 
UNIVERSITY was created at the University of Kansas in 1947 and 
OF four full-time staff members now offer some thirty 

KANSAS regional and systematic courses. The Department 

also engages from five to six assistant instructors, 

one part-time cartographer, and one part-time map curator. Geo- 
graphy is grouped with the physical sciences, and the beginning 
course is a lecture-laboratory course partly taught by assistant 
instructors. About three hundred students are enrolled in various 
undergraduate courses and six students are working for the M.A. 
degree. Although no work is currently offered for Ph.D. candidates, 
staff and teaching facilities are now considered adequate for that 

pose. 
the most recent addition to the permanent staff is W.A.Kuchler, 
Associate Professor, who came from the University of Rochester. 
Mr. Kuchler is already well known to the profession for his work 
in biogeography, in which specialty he now offers two courses. He 
also teaches Europe and climatology. George F. Jenks came to 
Kansas University in 1948-49 as instructor and was promoted to 
ee Blosser in 1949-50. His main effort is given to carto- 
graphy and field methods. Thomas R. Smith, associate professor, 
came in 1947-48. He offers various courses in North America, 
economic and industrial geography, and Asia. Walter M. Kollmorgen 
(Chairman) has been at Kansas University since 1946. His main in- 
terests lie in agricultural geography, historical geography, and poli- 
tical geography. 

The above expansion in staff has been matched by a similar expan- 
sion in library and map facilities. Every good,available,wall map 
has been purchased, and over 20,000 maps distributed by the Army 
Map Service have been sorted, classified, indexed, and filed. Any 
one of these maps can be found and used in a matter of minutes, 
thanks to the labors of Mr. Smith. These maps have been supplemen- 
ted by a continuing procurement program. 

The Department has been granted assistance for two Office of 
Naval Research projects. The first was recently completed by Koll- 
morgen and Jenks,and the second is now under way under the direc- 
tion of Kuchler. Mr. Jenks also recently completed an atlas of Kan- 
sas for the Kansas State Industrial Commission. This atlas includes 
several score of maps, a number of which will be printed in color. 
it is hoped that the atlas will be ready for distribution before the end 
of the present year. 

Mr. Jenks was granted a Ford Foundation fellowship for the present 
year which enables him to visit important map-making agencies and 
firms in various parts of the country. Universities stressing carto- 
graphic work will also be visited. Among other things, Mr. Jenks

The Department of Geography is happy to announce the inauguratin 
of a new publication ingeography made possible by the generous gp. 
port of Professor William H. Haas, emeritus, and Mrs. Marion M. 
Haas. The first issue of this publication, which will be known as 
Northsestern niversity Studies in Geography,is scheduled to appa: 
in May, 1952. This ication will be non-periodic, will be issued 
approximately once each year, and will be devoted to the research 
writings of the staff and of outstanding students of the Department. 
The first issue will be devoted to the Rural Land Classification Ppp. 
ject of Puerto Rico, which is nearing completion under the direction 
of Clarence F. Jones. Malcolm.J. Proudfoot is the editor of this ney 
publication. 

The field work,in which land use and the physical characteristics 
were mapped on aerial photographs of the scale of 1:10,000 in the 
Rural Land Classification Project of Peurto Rico, directed by Mr. 
Jones, has been completed. Nineteen advanced graduate students in 
geography took part in this program -- eight from the Department 
of Geography of Northwestern University, two from Syracuse, two 
from Wisconsin, and one each from Clark, Maryland, Michigan, — 
Chicago, Dlinois, Nebraska, and Washington. Several Ph.D. disser- 
tations, based on this field work, and several follow — studies have 
been completed. Land use maps on the scale of 1:10,000 are being 
drafted and reproduced by the Department of Agriculture and Comm. 
erce of Puerto Rico. 

The Northwestern University Geography graduate field camp was 
held at Round Lake, Michigan, about thirty miles east of Munising, 
between July 2 and August 17, 1951, in collaboration with the Geo- 
graphy Departments of the Universities of linois and Michigan. 
The staff consisted of Kenneth C. McMurry, of the University of 
Michigan, Fred W. Foster, of the University of Dlinois, and from 
Northwestern Edward B. Espenshade, Jr., spent two weeks, Clyde 
F. Kohn, two weeks, and William E. Powers spent four weeks in 
camp. 

Clarence F. Jones was appointed Chairman of the Department of 
Geography at Northwestern on January 1, 1951, to replace Donald 
Hudson, now Chairman of the Department of Cote at the Uni- 
versity of Washington. Mr. Jones recently issued a 176-page pre-

Geografia, Ano XII, No.3, Julho-Septembro de } 
pp.353-370. Mr. Jones is Chairman of the Executive Committee whit 
is planning the meetings, July 25 to August 4, 1952,in Washington, 
for the Consultation on Geography for the Commission on Geograpi, 
Pan American Institute of Geography and History. 
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This summer Clyde’F. Kohn and William E. Powers studied in the gla- 
ciated areas of northern Michigan, Montana, and Washington. The aerial 
ghotographic keys and research procedures developed during the summer 
of 1950 were further developed and applied to similar glaciated agricul- 
tural regions in this area. The field work was sponsored by the Office 
of Naval Research. Included in their work was a detailed study of the 
Sun River Irrigation’ Project of Fairfield, Montana. Graduate students 
Ernest Melvin and Henry Nowicki assisted. 

Plans for the several excursions to be sponsored by the Internation- 
al Geographical Union in 1952 have been going forward under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Kohn. During the summer he and Mr. Powers, who will be 
coleaders of the transcontinental excursion, made a reconnaisance study 
of the route to be followed. Conferences were held with geographers in 
the various western universities in order to plan the trip. 

Owing to the sudden death of Harry O. Lathrop, President of the Na- 
tional Council of Geography Teachers, Clyde Kohn, First Vice-Presi- 
dent, is acting as president.

During the past year Donald R. Petterson participated in the inter- 
departmental seminar on Contemporary Africa and during the coming 
year is offering new courses on the Geography of Africa. These geogra- 
phy courses are part of the program on Contemporary Africa now de- 
veloping at Northwestern.

Between June 22 and A 12, the 
UNIVERSITY Latin-American Studies Committee at Tulane con- 
OF ducted a summer school at Quezaltenango, Guate- 
LOUSIANA mala, in conjunction with the Universidad de San 
Carlos. Twenty-five students from ten American 
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universities, representing six disciplines, attended the school, which 
combined actual class instruction with work in the field. Disciplines 
represented were: history, geography, economics, anthropology, 
ethnography, and political science. The six hours advanced credit, 
however, was given in Latin-American Studies. Next year s program 
is designed for the establishment of a permanent field station for 
advanced work in Latin-American field research. 

From August 25 to September 28 John Lounsbury and Frank Keller 
did field work in the Santa Cruz area of Bolivia for the Technical 
Coéperation Administration of the Department of State (Point Four), 
The purpose of the trip was to work out a preliminary plan for an 
area analysis of the region for use in economic planning prior to 
the completion of the Cochabamba-Santa Cruz Highway in 1953. 
Clarence Jones, Northwestern University, is coordinator of this 
program. 


UNIVERSITY Seattle 5, Washington. The Department inaugurates 
OF this year a revised and expanded program of un- 
WASHINGTON dergraduate instruction and graduate training. 

In general this represents an acceleration of trends 
already featured in the Department's development: (1) increased con- 
tinuity of progress from introductory through advanced professional 
levels; (2) greater opportunities for electives on all levels; (3) a 
clearer recognition of the cultural, service, and professional func- 
tions of the Department; and (4) the strengthening of fields of study 
for special undergraduate and professional treatment. To achieve 
these objectives such procedures were employed as the deletion of 
courses, the addition of courses, the changing of courses to other 
levels, and the provision for additional graduate research. Revisions 
were based upon faculty analyses and appraisal and on consultations 
on the campus and with other members of the profession. In the re- 
vised program, what is thought to be an appropriate and balanced 
consideration is given to the major elements in geographic studies. 
Within this framework, primarily undergraduate and pre-professional 
studies, and beyond it through professional training, special attention 
is accorded the two larger regions, Anglo-America and the Far East 
and the region for which the University is a major educational center, 
the Pacific Northwest. Economic geography, among the systematic 
fields, has been selected for particular emphasis. Cartography, both 
basic and applied, is carried through advanced professional levels 
as the fifth special field of departmental interest. 

The graduate students in residence number twenty-nine, nineteen 
post-Bachelor and twenty post-Master. Fourteen candidates for the 
Master's degree and thirteen candidates for the doctorate are con- 
currently holding positions in other institutions and completing their 
research and thesis requirements. Of those currently in residence, 
thirteen graduate students hold appointments as research and teach- 
ing fellows in the Department and in inter-departmental research 
projects. One graduate student, Elaine Bjorklund, holds the fifth 
Fulbright award (University of Adelaide) won by graduate students 
in the Department. 
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Since the close of the school year, 1949-50, the Department has 
lost two members, Graham H. Lawton to the University of Adelaide, 
and Joseph E. Williams to Stanford. Activities of the continuing fac- 
ulty and those more recently appointed, are as follow: 

As part of her research program on the socio-economic geography 
of Southeast Asia, Frances M. Earle is bringing together materials 
gained in field work in Indonesia. Her immediate studies deal with 
the problems of population resettlement in Indonesia. In process, 
also, is the preparation of manuscript copy for a revision of The 
Pacific Northwest (Martin and Freeman, Editors). 

Douglas Eyre, who was recently awarded the doctorate by the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, was appointed Assistant Professor effective 
September 1. Work on an atlas dealing with the historical, political, 
and geographic aspects of Asian life and development is underway 
and, in cooperation with the Center, he is preparing a bibliography 
of Japanese sources on the pocerey of Japan. 

William Garrison, appointed September, 1950, is serving as the 
liaison between the Seattle and King County Planning Commissions. 
He is continuing investigations into the location of retail business, 

a program inaugurated by his doctoral dissertation, and the concept 
of optimum as applied to the size of cities. 

G. Donald Hudson, appointed to the chairmanship of the Department
